Dave Aldana is the rider that more than a few people feel will be the man to beat! 
Not just thís year, but in many years to come, At the age of 20, the rookie Expert was 
last year's top AMA Amateur, and so far this year has managed; a win in the Sacra- 
mento mile; a victory over the country’s top pros last week at Manazanita (Ariz.) 
Raceway; and a very impressive showing at Daytona two weeks ago. Just for starters. 

Cycle News talked with Aldana a few days ago at his home in Santa Ana, Calif., 
where he lives with his parents and a younger brother and sister, 

His reputation as a ''smart-ass young kid' was immediately dispelled, as he 
proved to be an affable, easy going, reasonably articulate conversationalist, To be 
sure, he is confident of his ability, But in the same way that most professionals are 
confident about their business, 

‘Cycle News asked him about his early interest in motorcycling... 





*My father promised me a motorcycle when I was a kid, and, when I was 14— 
maybe it was 15 — he got me a little Suzuki 80. Well, Í started riding flat track at 
Ascot almost immediately, 

“Then I got a deal with Ossa to ride motocross and scrambles., I don’t ride that 
sort of thing much anymore, But whenever I get the chance I do, because I enjoy 
riding. Period, Like, when you go to a half-mile track you only get to ride five laps. 
Which isn’t really a super long time. But you get a lot more riding in a day if you 
enter scrambles or motocross, 


“1 guess my first break was when I got a chance to ride for Irv Seaver, Dallas 
Baker, the service manager at the shop, was looking for a rider for a B-25 he had, 
Another guy and myself were interested, so we went out to Perris to try out, And 
Dallas picked me. The BSA company helped out with parts on that deal, 

“At that time — when I was a Novice— an Amateur by the name of Jim Peterson 
was riding a 650 BSA for Dallas, Well, when he turned Expert, he got a ride with 
Triumph, so the bike was just sitting there, Well, they let me ride it, and I won my 
first race at Ascot, And that was the first time I’d ever jumped on a big bike in 
my life. 

“After that, BSA told me they'd help mego to Nationals and things like that, They 
gave me parts and whatever elseI needed, as well as a certain amount of money to go 
to each National, Now Im supposed to signa contract. They've given me the money to 
sign — which l've already spent-— but I haven't signed yet, They originally said that I 
had to ride the BSA in every raceI entered, but I had them change that around a little

bit so I could ride my Ossa in Motocrosses and Scrambles. Now I’m just obligated to 
BSA for Nationals and certain special events, 


*[ just quit working at Irv Seavers about a month ago. So now I guess you could 
call me a full time racer, And I feel I can make a good living at it. Last year,I made 
like $15,000, which is quite a bit for an Amateur. Of course that was tax free, and 
now I’m stuck with paying the taxes. Right now I’m not in really good shape financi- 
ally, and I’m sort of living from race to race. Which isn’t very good, I don't think, 
I'd like to have enough so I could, you know, have money in my pockets to spend and 
not worry about it, That's the way I'd LIKE to be. And someday I hope to be in 
that position, 

‘After I get back from three months of Nationals in the east, my expense money 
from BSA should start coming in week after week after week, I’ll have enough to live 
even if I don’t win any races, Actually, I don’t think I could spend it all, no matter how 
hard I tried. 


«At Daytona, I was running about fifth, andI cut in behind Bugsie (Mann), I started 
racing with him when I shouldn’t have been, and I overshot this turn and went off into 
the grass, I stayed up in thegrass, but when I was getting back on the track, I slipped 
the clutch and gave it too muchgas. Plunck: I flipped over right there, I landed on my 
feet and didn’t get hurt. So I just stood there looking at my broken bike. Broken pegs 
and bearing and everything else, 

“I knew I blew it. At the time, I didn’t know what place I was in, but I knew I was 
in the money, since everyone was dropping out, right and left, 


“Some people may say that I’m reckless, but I don't think so. And they probably 
think I'm riding over my head, but I think I can still go faster, I just use speed and 
gas as a way of controlling my bike. Well, I guess I’m a little wild, but I was a lot 
wilder when I first started. I’m really getting more conservative. But I don’t want

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San Mateo Supervisors 
Hear Plea For Bike Area 


REDWOOD CITY, CALIF , March 24, 1970 
— The street was lined with pick-ups and 
vans, all loaded with securely tied dirt 
bikes, And in front of the San Mateo 
County Hall of Justice, a long row of 
street machines were parked, People 
clustered in groups, discussing the pos- 
sible outcome of the forthcoming con- 
frontation. 

Nearly 300 strong, bike enthusiasts of 
San Mateo County had gathered to plea 
their case for off road facilities with the 
County Board of Supervisors. These 

were ordinary people: Businessmen, me- 
chanics, lawyers, engineers, teachers, 
students, your next door neighbor. All 
there with one thing in mind, 

«WHERE DO WE RIDE?" , **«UNFAIR*', 
“KEEP US OFF THE STREET"', “МЕ 
WANT A SAFE PLACE TO RIDE", the 
placards read. 

At 11:10 a.m, the group walked into the 
Supervisors meeting room, where other 
business on the agenda was being dis- 
cussed. The county officials looked up, 
apparently startled to see so many 
people coming in at one time, In seconds, 
the seats and aisles were filled to capa- 
city, and the overflow had to be satisfied 
with positions in the outside hallway. 

Alan Bygdnes was the group’s first 
speaker. He explained that he is one of 
the two motorcycle enthusiasts on the 12 
man San Mateo Hiking and Trails com- 
mittee. The other 10 members, he said, 
were all horsemen, 

Bygdnes told the supervisors that, 
although bike riders in the county out- 
numbered the horsey set by nearly ten 
to one, reportedly, 25,000 motorcyclists 
to 2,000 horse owners — proposals con- 
cerning motorcycle trails were consist- 
ently voted down by the committee, This, 
he said, was the reason the group was 
coming directly to the Board of Super- 
visors, 

The spokesman told the board thatSan 
Mateo County now has about 100 miles 
of horse trails, as well as county main- 
tained horse area, used a total of six 
days last year. A color slide, picturing 
a $3000 county built, highway underpass 
for horsemen was shown to the group, 

Bygdnes concluded his remarks by 
saying the 361 miles of tax-constructed 
horse trails are now proposed, while 
nothing is being considered for the 
county’s motorcyclists. 

Dan Clapp, an attorney with the Melvin 
Belli firm, was next to speak, He said 
that bike enthusiasts are interested in 
obtaining facilities away from the horse 
trails, and away from homeowners who 
might object to the noise and dust. He 
suggested that Pescadero Watershed, — 
presently unused land, and the site of a 
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proposed reservoir in another five years 
— would be ideal for such a facility, He 
told the supervisors that his group was 
not asking for money, but rather for the 
use of county owned land. The attorney 
concluded by saying that, if provided with 
land, motorcyclists would cut their own 
trails and police the area themselves. 

After the presentation, questions were 
asked by members of the board, and the 
status of off road vehicle registration 
was clarified, 

Mrs, Jean Fassler, chairman of the 
board, wanted the matter referred tothe 
Hiking and Trails committee, but Clapp 
told her that this was exactly the problem 
bike riders had been having for the last 
four and one-half years. 

“Weye tried that route for all this 
time, and we have not yet been recog- 
nized,” the attorney said, 

Another board member, James Fitz- 
gerald, suggested that a landavailability 
study be initiated, while Supervisor Wil- 
liam Werder said that he ‘‘.,.can prac- 
tically guarantee a public hearing on the 
use of land for motorcycle recreation," 

The only other supervisor present, ex- 
49er football palyer, Robert S. Clair, 
did not comment on either proposal. 

At that point, Fitzgerald moved to have 
county manager, M.D, Tarshes, confer 
with his staff about the problem and 
report back to the board. The motion was 
seconded and carried, 

Mrs, Fassler then moved on to the 
next item on the agenda, while Clapp 
tried unsuccessfully to have a dealine 
set on the county manager’s report, 

Most people attending the meeting 
were apparently dissatisfied, feeling that 
action only had been shelved, as had been 
the case many times in the past. But 
upon reassessment, one group spokesman 
felt that motorcyclists were a step near- 
er their objective. 

The spokesman pointed out that it is 
Standard procedure for government to 
study any new proposal. And since the 
major bottleneck — the Hiking and Trails 
committee — has been bypassed, the 
spokesman felt it was only a matter of 
time until the facilities become available, 

Motorcyclists in the San Mateo area 
were urged to write to the Board of 
Supervisors about the need for a facility. 

“These people (supervisors) would, 
without a doubt be astonished at the ex- 
tent of motorcycling in this area, Write 
or phone these people and express your 
views. After all, they are the keys tothe 
land we need," the spokesman said,

Motocross At Plymouth

PLYMOUTH, CALIF. March 28 — Gary 
Bailey showed sixteen eager motocross 
riders how it’s done today at this north- 
ern California course, and the general 
opinion of the riders was that Gary is 
one of the more qualified instructors 
around, Bailey has been conducting a 
series of these schools in California, 
and soon plans to head out of state again 
to demonstrate proper motocross tech- 
nique in Washington, Colorado, Texas 
and Kansas, 

Gary started things off with a riders’ 
meeting and an explanation of the im- 
portance of proper clothing and headgear 
for motocross riding, Then the course 
became his classroom, and he brought 
students to a better understanding of just 
what it takes to win at motocross, 

Gary reminded the class that one of 
the main purposes of his motocross 
school is to correct chronic riding erros 
that keep motocrossers from doing as 
well as they might — if they used common 
sense, In fact, Bailey showed that com- 
mon sense is one of the most valuable 
assets a rider can have when he com- 
petes in motocross, ‘‘ Why hammer your- 
self to death in the rough stuff, when you 
can find a moother line?'", Gary asked 
his students. And then he showed that 
careful thinking (combined with a gener- 
ous helping of talent) can cut many sec- 
onds from lap times, 
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Gary put local motocrossers through 
many paces, teaching them starting and 
braking techniques, proper body english, 
and how to traverse deep mud and sand 
sections, Gary is an advocate of both 
trials and trails as preparation for 
motocross, and he voiced great respect 
for the great skill of many trials mas- 
ters. He also philosophized on European 
riders, saying that ‘‘The quality of 
European motocross riders is just first 
class — they take riding seriously and 
it shows,’’ 

After organized instruction, Gary led 
the class on a chase through the cow 
pastures and meadows surrounding the 
Plymouth track, Later on in the after- 
noon he demonstrated his now-famous 
balancing act ona stationary motorcycle, 
Gary can crawl all over a stationary bike 
for minutes at a time — standing on the 
seat, balancing on the bars and so on, 
His performance delighted the enthusi- 
astic crowd. He is both a showman and 
a gentleman,

The front forks resemble recent 
Greeves ‘‘banana’’, or ‘‘springer forks’’ 
except that they are turned backwards, 
That makes them ‘‘trailing link’’ and they 
look very strong. They have to be, Be- 
cause of sidecar’s inherrent tendency to 
have all three wheels shear off in oppo- 
site directions, all components (espe- 
cially forks and wheels) are under terri- 
fic stress, That’s why there is more to 
it than just bolting a chair to your old 40 
incher, Successful motocross sidehacks 
are designed for that purpose from the 
floor up. The “же” part of the rig 
wouldn’t make a practical solo mount, 

Unlike road racing kneelers, the hack 
is bolted to the frame rather than welded 
up as a unit, The third wheel has its own 
swing arm and spring/shock unit. Pas- 
senger accommodations include a cush- 
ioned seat over the wheel, a grab bar 
bent into strategic locations on the out- 
board side and a single foot peg on the 
opposite side of the bike, 


The fiberglass tank, seat and panels 
were finished in yellow which set off 
Kelvin’s flat black Triumph engine and 
the nickle plated frame. We were lots 
impressed and a little apprehensive. 





The jumps never did feel quite right. That didn’t keep It from being fun. As soon as you can get

riding (point your head toward the apex 
of the turn) I leaned out past the hack 
wheel, clinging to the grabbar. We drove 
on around and it seemed to be more pre- 
dictable in cornering than in trying togo 
in a straight line. A short downhill then 
uphill section brought us to the nextturn, 
an off-camber right hander, I had been 
concerned about the hack wheel lifting off 
the ground and was still hanging outaway 
from the bike. About half way around the 
right turn Kelvin looked down and polite- 
ly suggested, ‘‘we’re going the other 
way now”. 

Oh! Well sure, I thought, any dolt 
should know which way to learn, That 
sort of thing is innate isn’t it? Try it if 
you don’t believe it folks, but itis possi- 
ble to find yourself all stretched out in 
the opposite direction until you find your 
way around. 

If you do enter a turn in the wrong 
position it is really tough to correct be- 
cause centrifugal force works against 
and it’s like climbing uphill to get into 
the correct stance to keep the whole mess 
from careening into the weeds, 

Dennis Jenkinson who rode as pas- 
senger in several world road racing 
championships has written that a pas- 
senger can use the hack’s motion tohelp 
position himself and thereby keep from 
needlessly tiring himself, Why then, was 
I exhausted after the first 500 yards? 

On the motocross course we had to 
contend not only with the turns but the 
bumps as well. Every slightest hump in 
the trail seemed to set the rig yawing 
from side to side while Kelvin wrestled 
the handlebars, It was fun, 

The next obstacle on the course was a 
soft but steep down hill followed by a left 
hand turn, I leaned to the correct side 
this time and we eased down the slope, 

Since neither of us claimed to be any 
good at this game we cooled itusing both 
brakes, What happened next should have 
been predicted when we first climbed on 
that beast. I’m only glad that ithappened 
at about 2 MPH, The front wheel crossed 
up, dug in and the whole shebang went 
into a slow motion end-over-end. 

We both were pitched off onto the 
ground and I looked up just in time to 
see the yellow and nickel plated monster 
falling toward me, 

I was sprawled flat on my back sol 
lifted both feet and caught the seat just 
in time to kick the bike andhackaway so 
it crashed to the ground between Kelvin 
and myself. 

***Sorry about that.” he muttered as 
we righted the rig and finished our tour 
of the course. 

On the next lap we were approaching 
another left hand turn and just asIthrew 
myself at arms length the hack made a

Never has Daytona been so important 
and never has the annual speed week 
found so many people from the press on 
hand...The BSA people had the editor of 
the London Times as a guest...BSA/ 
Triumph also had a 45 foot house trailer 
for the press...what a pleasure it is for 
a worn out photographer or word man to 
have a comforting word and a cold beer 
offered to him in his home away from 
home. 

This year there were riders from Ire- 
land, England, Australia, New Zealand 
and Canada to pit their machines against 
the Americans,..aussie Kel Carruthers 
became the first European to ever win a 
Daytona AMA event...he set a record to 
boot,..Carruthers also made history by 
becoming the firstprivately backed rider 
to win a major race,,.He was backed by 
El Cajon, Ca, dealer Don Vesco who was 
originally planning on riding the Yamaha 
250 himself.,.Bob Carruthers and sec- 
ond place Rod Gould rode on Dunlop tires 
in the 250 race to break the string long 
held by Goodyear... 

However, Goodyear came back in the 
200 miler and had all three riders inthe 
winner’s circle...Bell and Bucco matched 
winners at Daytona as the battle of the 
helmets gets hotter and hotter ...During 
practice sessions when Scotland’s Ralph 
Bryans crashed one of the team Hondas 
and burned it, Roger Reiman later came 
up to team manager Bob Hansen with the 
remark of the week; ‘‘Next time you have 
a Honda-Fry, how about inviting em??’’(!) 

All of the pre-week talk of super speed 
actually fell short of expectations... 
Before Daytona opened there was much 
talk of speeds well over 160 and 170... 
It never happened,..Some that were talk- 
ing the loudest in February ran the slow- 
est in March.,.Once again it was a Yama- 
ha runaway all day Saturday with the 
great little 250cc two strokers of Yamaha 
taking 17 of 20 in the combined expert/ 
amateur 100 miler and 18 of 20 in the 
Novice chase...Yamaha added insult in 
the 100 miler by running away from the 
five or six 359's that were entered under 
the new rule, 

All in all the Triumph ‘‘Threes’’ ap- 
Peared to be the fastest machines at 
Daytona...The Dick Mann Honda four was 
not in the hunt as long as Nixon and his 
Triumph, Grant and his Suzuki and Hail- 
wood and his BSA were running at 10075 
maximum,..Triumph came up with the 
best finish average for a team...They 
started three and finished with twointhe 
winner's circle...Honda started four and 
finished with one.,.BSA started three and 
finished with one.,.Suzuki started five and 
finished with one.,.Overlooked by many 
was Canadian Yvon DuHamel’s ride on 
the Yamaha 350,..He started 80th due to 
having no time trials and was in and out 
of third many times before taking fourth 
place...DuHamel was the only rider to 
set in the winner's circle both Saturday 
and Sunday to again prove just howgreat 
a rider he really is... 

This was the third year in a row that 
a California rider has won the 200...The 
Golden West riders took up all three 
spots in the winner;s cirle this year for 
a complete shutout and topped the two out 
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of three turned inlast year- andthe year 
before...The new three group start 
proved to be one of the best safety fac- 
tors ever introduced at Daytona.,.Had it 
not been in use there would have been a 
tremendous pile-up on the second lap 
when Jim Rice, Art Baumann and Ralph 
White all collided...The new start actu- 
ally allowed DuHamel to get up with the 
front runners quicker than if he would 
have had heavy traffic all the way... 

Mert Lawwill received ‘‘The Rider of 
the Year’’ award from CYCLE magazine 
«His prize was a new Datsun Pickup 
truck...Walt Fulton rode one of theolder 
Harley sidevalve 750’s and was running 
ahead of all H-D's except Rayborn. 

By winning at Daytona novice Jerry 
Christopher automatically becomes an 
amateur next year and Rusty Bradley 
moves to expert, whether they win again 
or not in *70,..A new rule and a good one 
„.«А group of educated winners this year 
with Christopher in college at Mt, San 
Antonio, Bradiey attending Univ. of Tex- 
as and third place novice, Doug Teague 
a graduate of the Univ. of Michigan...A 
couple of months before Daytona Du 
Hamel went Snowmobile racing in Wis- 
consin and won the world oval track title 
..À few weeks before Daytona Bart 
Markel rode a Yamaha snowmobile at 
Lake Tahoe and turned in two very 
impressive rides... 

For the second straight year all track 
records fell at Daytona,,.The 250 Yama- 
ha’s are now nudging the 100 mph average 
mark in both the novice and the com- 
bined classes...Carruthers and his 250 
was less than four mph off the average 
turned in by Mann on the 750 Honda... 
Jim Rice nearly totally destroyed his 
BSA “3” in practice,..New fairing, seat 
and tank were needed before the actual 
race.,.With added international flavor 
Daytona is now looking for a least 50,000 
people next year...15 riders still run- 
ning at the finish is a new all time low 
for the Daytona 200...Perhaps it should 
be scaled down to a 100..,Jimmy Odom 
blew his clutch coming off the starting 
line in the 200,..A brand new one to boot 
eelom Rockwood running 6th at the 100 
mile mark and moving up only to have his 
engine conk at the gas stop and refuse 
to start again.,.Ron Pierce getting a shot 
of gas right in the eye not only in one 
race, but both on Saturday and Sunday. 


TT TO OPEN ASCOT SEASON 


Promoters of the 1970 Ascot profes- 
sional racing season have announced that 
the first Thursday night meet will be a 
TT Steeplechase on April second, 

Many of the regular Ascot TT stars 
will be on hand including TT specialist 
Skip Van Leeuwen. Mert Lawwill, Eddie 
Mulder and Yamaha team members Dusty 
Coppage and Keith Mashburn will also 
ride, They will all be shooting for a piece 
of the $1200 purse. 

The TT is a one shot affair and the 
program will revert back to the regular 
Half-Mile flat track racing that will be 
on Thursday nights this year,

adults. Ascot Park is in Gardena near 
the junction of the Harbor and San Diego

West Coast Road Race 
Nat’l Looming In Seattle 


By Dewitt Thuett 


A $15,000 National Road Race sched- 
uled for Northern California’s Sears 
Point raceway on April 19th has been 
cancelled and the AMA has given that 
date to a half-mile race with a $6000 
purse in Palmetto, Georgia. 

As a result the new national road race 
at Seattle International Raceway on April 
4th and 5th will be the only Nationalroad 
race in the West this year. 

The Seattle race will be the third stop 
on the National circuit and the first since 
the Daytona 200, The track, located in 
Kent, Washington is a complete opposite 
of the Daytona track and is a rider’s 
course from start to finish, 

The Raceway lays within a heavily 
wooded area and is full of up and down 
hill turns and corners, 

Featured race on the two day program 
will be the 125 mile National for Experts 
on their Daytona machines, In addition, 
there will be a combined 250cc race for 
Experts and Amateurs, an Amateur big

a two year running battle

any corporation must pay, regardless of 
profit, a lesser tax liability or even 
inactivity, 

“The California problem wasn’t too 
bad,’”” Fee related, ‘‘It only took a half 
hour’s horn time to Sacramento to get 
the revocation rescinded, But they kept 
asking * What's your status with the IRS?’

Using their own peculiar reasoning, 
the IRS turned down the Ace of Club’s 
application for exemption which led to 
several appeals and eventually the ex- 
emption letter. 

“The club could have taken the easy 
route and given up with the first defeat,” 
said Fee, ‘‘but the members thought that 
they were rightfully exempt, stood up to 
one of the most powerful bureaucracies 
in our county, and won — not only for the 
Ace of Clubs, but for other motorcycle 
clubs as well, During one of the local 
conferences, the examiner mentioned 
that several exempt applications from 
other groups were to hinge on the out- 
come of the Ace of Club's case,"

As we were covering the scrambles at Saddleback on Sunday we only had one

lurch and we went around the bend on 
two wheels with me on the floor hope- 
lessly wedged between the grab bar and 
the fender, I groped around for something 
to pull myself out by to noavail, Finally, 
after a little hollering and a lot of laugh- 
ing I got Kelvin to roll off the throttle, 
but we had to come to a complete stop 
before I could un-pin myself by rolling 
hells over head onto the ground. 

Soon, we decided we should learn to 
walk before trying to run and we forsake 
the bouncy motocross course for the 
smoother but faster TT track. 

Here we started to get the hang of it, 
Most of the turns were to left so the 
passenger spent a lot of time hanging out 
of the chair, Every once in awhile the 
inside of a turn had a course marker 
post or dirt bank that had to be dodged. 
As sure as the passenger moved in 
enough to allow a prudent margin the 
wheel would lift and send the rig to the 
outside or toward the gully depending on 
how hairy things were, On the right turns 
we’d scramble up behind Kelvin and put 
weight on the driving tire, The action of 
the passenger is very critical, (‘‘Pas- 
senger’’, that’s a nice name for the more 
common term ‘‘moneky’’. I’d often won- 
dered how that name came about, After a 
day of sidehacking I found that it’s quite 
appropriate.) If, for instance, the rear 
wheel is spinning and the passenger hops 
up behind the rider and gears the knobbie 
to the track, watch out. The front wheel 
comes up and any thoughts about steer- 
ing around a corner are forgotten. 

Steering the rig can only vaguely be 
compared to driving on ice. At first it 
seems much worse. The attitude of the 
handlebars is almost unrelated to the 
direction of travel, On the other hand, 
the throttle acts like a rudder and you 
can sort of herd it along with the twist- 
grip. With a hack there are right turns 
and there are left turns, The two man-

chance to pop on over to the motocross circuit and watch what the Huntington Beach 
M.C, were up to with their event, It looked impressive.

*My biggest competition is anybody who makes a main event, Like, at the short 
track in Houston, the difference between the slowest time and the fastest time was 
only one half a second, The difference between the number one man and the others is 
drive. The man that has the most initiative to win, is going to end up first, He has 
to want it pretty bad. 


“I really enjoy racing. More and more, though, it’s because of the money, Before 
I just really loved going fast: Doing something nobody else could do. Like the track 
in Louisville (Ky.): You can run wide open around the race track, and you just get a 
really good feeling that you’re doing something right, Like a corner will come out 
perfect, or something. I don’t know, it just feels neat to me. 

“Like at Daytona, Every once ina while I'd make a good corner, Like I'd stop in 
time, turn and gas it out of the corner, And it would be real smooth, And I could just 
feel the bike, and know inside that it was perfect, 

**Even though I only got 12th at Daytona, I was still pleased with myself. There's 
just a lot of self-satisfaction in riding well. The main thing that I don't feel so neat 
about Daytona, was that the other riders got more points (AMA) than I did, That's 
going to hurt my chances of getting in the top ten, 

“I guess the money in racing is still pretty much secondary for me. It just pro- 
vides a way for me todo whatI like to do, Later on I guess I'll get just like everybody 
else, and race just for the money. For most of them, it's just another job. 


** Before each race I tell myself that I'11 do the best I can, Some people — like Jim 
Rice — tells everybody he's going to win, I can't say that, 

**One of the papers quoted me as saying that I go out only to win, I didn't say that, 
That makes me sound like a hard guy, I guess I am cocky in certain respects. Like 
if someone would talk to me I’m liable to smart mouth them, I know I do it, That's 
the way I am, That’s the way I’m going to be, If they don’t like me for it, screw ‘em, 
I don’t give a damn. You just can’t be nice to everybody in the world, : 


“I guess ГП гасе until I can't race anymore, I've never been hurt, never broken 
anything. I’ve unloaded a lot of times, butI’ve always gone down easy. Of course, it's 
not going down that hurts you so much as when someone runs over you, 

** When Gene Romero wasafirstyear Expert, nobody could beat him, He was super 
good, Then he broke both his legs, andit took something out of him. He'll tell you the 
same thing. He's much more conservative now. It makes a guy think, 

“And every once in a while Ithink, *Well, there's a race next week.’ That way you 
aren't so likely to risk your life — You know, hang it out, I think that’s the way most 
Experts think, They'll go fast on tracks where they know they can get away with it, 
But they'll kind of hold back on risky tracks. Like Palmgren and Romero — I don't 
want to take anything away from them — they can go fast anywhere. But they go es- 
pecially fast on grooved tracks, like half-mile and mile track, But on other tracks — 
where Markel and Mann do good — they just kind of take it easy. 

“On a groove track, you just CAN’T get sideways. So I try to go as fast as I can 
and to do as well as I can every time. On a cushion track I beserk it, get sideways

BLM Closes Panoche Off-Road Vehicle Use Area 


In order to prevent further avoidable 
damkge to the public lands, Delmar D, 
Vail, Folsom District Manager for the 
Bureau of Land Management, today 
ordered the closure of about 33,000 
acres of public lands located in the 
Panoche Hills of western Fresno County. 
The order, to become effective March 
30, closes the area to all motorized 
vehicles except for use by Federal, state 
and local government employees on offi- 
cial business or authorized permittees 
or lessees, It will remain in effect 
indefinitely. 

The closure, Vail noted, is a last 
resort measure applied to prevent furth- 
er damage to resources and the land 
itself, A similar temporary closure was 
effected last year, he said, for about 3 
months during the upland game bird 
nesting season, At that time, a manage- 
ment plan was worked out for thearea in 
cooperation with local user groups. It 
was reopened in July 1969 under the plan, 
which provided a 15-mile loop trail and 
an area of about 1,280 acres for inten- 
sive use by off-road vehicles, The re-

mainder of the area was designated as 
closed to off-road use, in consideration 
of the resource values, Failure of off- 
road vehicle users to respect the closed 
sections, coupled with lack of sufficient 
funds, personnel and an adequate en- 
forcement authority led to the present 
intolerable situation. 

In the past 8 months, Vail said, BLM 
had kept the intensive use area and trails 
open to recreation use and had applied 
several means for protection of the 
closed sections. These included an in- 
formation-education-self-policing sys- 
tem by users employing signs and litera- 
ture, patrols by BLM personnel to orient 
and assist users, use of motorcycle club 
volunteers for intensive on-site educa- 
tion, and County Sheriff-assisted patrols 
where complaints were issued against

violators of the state trespass laws. 

‘*We have had good cooperation from 
volunteers of the organized clubs and 
from the Fresno County Sheriff’s De- 
partment”, he said, ‘‘but we have been 
unable to prevent further continuous 
losses and damage to plant life, wildlife 
habitat, soil base, and other values in the 
posted areas.
